The conclusion of the court adverse 
to further procezdcdings based upon the 
charges is as follows: 

‘Tt has been developed in the course of 
the inquiry as recited in this report that in 
some instances some individuals failed to 
perform the full measure of duty or to ob- 
serve the proprieties which dignify high 
militaty command, but the court is of the 
opinion that the mere statement in the offi- 
cial report of the facts developed meets 
the ends of discipline, and that the inter- 
ests of the service will be best subserved if 
further proceedings be not taken.’’ 

There is more or less criticism of General 
Miles in various parts of the report. Prob- 
ably the most direct instance is the one 
Which states that beyond the criticism of 
officers found elsewhere in the report, say- 
——: 

“The court finds that against none of the 
officers commanding corps divisions, bri- 
gades and regiments and their staff officers 
should a charge of guilty ve brought. 

“The court also finds that the major gen- 
eral commanding the army had no sufficient 
justification for alleging that the refrigerat- 
ed beef was embalmed or was unfit for issue 
lo troops. 

“It also finds that he committed an 
error in thet, baving belief or knowl- 
edge, as claimed, that the food was 
unfit, that it caused sickness and dis- 
tress; that some of it was supplied un- 
der the pretense of experiment that 
Other beef was embalmed, he did not 
immediately report such knowledge 
or belief to the secretary of war to the

The report places the quantity of canned 
roast beef purchased for the war by the 
commissary department at 6,847,174 pounds, 
including 250,000 pounds which was brought 
from Liverpool and other English ports. 

This amount is characterized as ex- 
cessive and the commissary general 

(General Eagyin) is severely criticised 
ir. several parts of the document on 
this score. 

One 
lows: 

“Considering the little use that has been 
made of this beef ir the regular army, the 
probability that the volunteers were en- 
urcly ignorant of it that its use as a part 
of the tield ration had never been sanctton- 
ea by the president cr secretary of war, 
the court can but characterize the action 
of the commissary general! of subsistence 
as unwarranted and reckless in that he or- 
aered the purchase of such enormous quan- 
tities of food that was practically untried 
and unknown, and the court ¢go finds. The 
court linds that there is no ground for any 
imputation whatever of any other actuating 
motive on the part of the commissary gen- 
eral than the earnest destre to procure the 
best possible food for the trocps. 

*“‘The court pronounces this act of the 
general of subsistence a colossal error 
for which there is no palliation.” 

The court finds that there was neglect in 
Cuba and to a less degree in Porto Rico jin 
delivering the 1efrigerated beef. 

“The court,”’ says the report, ‘‘does not 
Wish to state the case more strongly than 
to say that the finding appears to be war- 
ranted that too much time was consumed 
in distributing this perishable article, The 
fault, if any there was, rested with the 
brigade and high commanding officers ana 
thetr commissaries and quartermasters, but 
the testimony is not so definite and specific 
as to warrant the naming by the court of 
any particular officers.” 

The court says the refrigerated beef was 
at first recelved with great satisfaction. 
There is also criticism of the delay in un- 
‘loading the refrigerating apparatus of 
Swift & Co., at Santiago. 

Shafter Was Too Slow. 

An appeal by the contractor's agents to 
Genera] Shafter for an order on the quar- 
termaster to expedite the delivery from 
tire transport of the refrigerating plant did 
not effect any result. The delay in this 
matter was the cause of serious loss. 

“The court is of the opinion that the 
canned roast becf was not suitable as a 
travel ration on transports, considering the 
absence of cooking facilities and the ab- 
sence from that ration of fresh vegetables 
and condiments. For use on shore as a 
field ration, where the companies had their 
camp cooking equipment and. vegetables 
were avazxilable, canned roast beéf ts guit- 
able for issue, say two days in ten, but not 
for two days in succession, In some or- 
ganizations it seems to have constituted at 
least one-half of the meat ration and until 
after the surrender the troops had no 
means for other cooking than wag practica- 
ble with the individua! kit earried. For 
such extensive use or any use exceeding 
one day in five the court finds this beef un- 
suitable. 

“The refrigerated beef is, in the opinion 
of the court, a suitable ration for troons

CUBAN SHIP OWNERS 
WITHOUT A FLAG 


Vessels Are Unable To Do Any Business 
Away from Coast.

Boat Men Will Ask That They Be

INVESTMENT IS NOW A DEAD ONE 


Ships Cannot Sail Into Any Foreign 
Port Because of an Order from 
Washington. 


Havana, May 7.—The owners of the prin- 
cipa] Cuban steamship lines met today and 
resolved to send two representatives to 
Washington with a request that the compa- 
nies be allowed to fly the American flag, 
er if that is tmpossible to have a distinctive 
flag, to engage in trade 
with other coun- 
tries. ’ 

‘The Herrera Company owns” twenty 
steamers and the Mendenez Company six, 
three of which were built in Philadelphia 
at a cost of $200,600 each ‘Phe sum of $3,000,- 
‘Yin invested in the sceamers of the com- 
panies represented at today’s meeting. 
Three steamers used to trade with Santo 
Domingo, Porto Rico, Jamaica, Mexico, the 
southern states and the Canary islands, 
and those of the Herrera Company made 
regular trips to Santo Domingo and Porto 
Rico. Now the owners of both steamers 
and sailing vessels, of which 159 are Cuban, 
assert that business is being ruined because 
it is confined to coastwise trips. Two 
American lines are dolng a large coastwise

The Cuban schooners, for instance, could 


do a carrying trade in cattle, lumber and 
fiour with Savannah, Mobile, New Orleans 


and Galveston, but Washington forbids. 

With the sale of the Spanish floating dock 
steamers will have no factiitles for making 
repairs here, and as matters now stand they 
cannot dock in American ports. 

The feeling of the steamship company 
that they are unjustly treated is shared by 
the entire commercial class in Cuba, and 
particularly in Havana, as this is the 
rourth port on the North American At- 
lantic coast, 

An organization of the American attor- 
neys in Cuba has been formed with James 
MeLeary president. He was formerly 
Attorney general of Texas, and served as 
the first mayor of Santiago after the Amer- 
ican occupation. The attorneys claim that 
having been duly admitted to practice in 
the courts of the United States, they are 
eligiLie to practice here, at least so long 
as the military administration is continuea. 
To this the Cuban lawyers interpose stren- 
uvus Objections, saying that many of the 
Americans do not understand the language, 
tne laws of tne methods of practice, and 
can have no more right to foliow the legal 
profession here than doctors to practice 
medicine until they have passed tne tests 
prescribed in Cuba. The Cubans aiso sug- 
Best that many of the Americans who seek 
clients here lefc their country for their 
country’s good,

Sent to German Officer. 

Rome, May 7.—The Tribuna in an article 
today exonerating Italy frem any connection 
with Dreyfus, declares that the bordereau 
was sent to the Concierge of the Germany 
embassy in Paris, who re-transmitted it to 
Lieutenant Colonel Henri. 

It asserts also fhat the documents quo- 
ted in the borde1eau were sent on tracing 
paper by Esterhazy tto Colonel SchwartzkKop- 
ren, then attache of the German embassy, 


.who was not aware of the existence of the 


bordereau until it was published by tne 
Matin. 

According to The Tribuna, the Petit Bleu 
was dictated by Colonel Schwarzkoppen to 
a person whose identity will soon be made 
known to the public and the phrase ‘‘can- 
aille ded—’’ was meant to apply to Dubois, 
the secret service agent.

Alabama Senate Committee Makes Ad- 
verse Report, 


HAVE FINAL READING TODAY 


Very Little Doubt Expressed as to Its 
Final Passage. 


DEMOCRATIC STATE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Will Hold a Meeting Today and Will 
Recommend That the Question Be 
Submitted to the People. 


Montgomery, <Ala., May 7.—(Special.)— 
The senate held a five minutes’ session yes- 
terday morning, at which the committee 


to which was referred the house bill which | 


seeks to repeal the constitutional conven- 
tion act, Was reported adversely and placed 
on the cajendar for a third reading and 
final pasgage on next Monday. There ap- 
pears to be no doubt about the passage of 
the bill when the final roll is called. 

The constitutional convention advocates 
do not accept defeat. The senate will meet 
at noon on tomorrow to take the final 
vote on the passage of the bill repealing 
the act calling the convention. A majority 
of the senators have expressed themselves 
as favorable to the repeal act. Tremendous 
influences have been brought to bear on 
them by both sides, Dut there appears to be 
very little wavering 

(Chairman Lowell, of the democratic state 
executive committee, has called another 
meeting of his committee to-assemble here 
on tomorrow. He proposes to have the 
committee recommend the propvusition as 
to whether or not a constitutional conven- 
tion shall be held shall be submitted to the 
white voters of the state in a primary to 
be held at an early date, and allow this pri- 
mary to determine the fate of the conven- 
tion. The repeal advocates oppose the sug- 
gestion on tie ground that if the primary 
should show that a majority of the white 
men of the state oppose the holding of 
a convention it would be necessary to call 
another extra session of the legislature to 
repeal the act the siatute book, 
which requires a weneral election to be held 
in July to determine whether the convention 
shall assembie, which act the bill now al- 
most passed through both houses seeks to 
repeal. 

ihe opposition to repeal has the support 
of the presiding officers of both houses 
and of the committee on ruies in each. lit 
may therefore postpone for some days the 
vote on the™Minal passage of the bill in the 
senate, althougn it is not believed that this 
would be the wase. The eventual passage 
of the repeal bul by the senate appears to 
be inevitabie, and the chances of its pas- 
suge tomorrow are favorable.

TOWN MAY BE STORMED TODAY 


The Rebels Are Extremely Active on 
Ovenshine’s Front, but the Line 
in Front of Manila Will Be 
Able To Hold Its 
Own. 


Manila, May 7.—8:40 p. m.—To clear the 
Filipinos out of Bacolor, about five miles 
southwest of San Fernando, will be the 
next task of the Americans. 

The rebel general, Mascardo, Bas a 
force of 7,000 men there,, well armed 
and possessed cf plenty of ammuni- 
tion. His troops have never met 
American soldiers, and they think, ac- 
cording to reports carried to San Fer- 
nando, that they can whip the whole 
lot. 

Bacolor is well intrenched and thousands 
of natives are working lke beavers digging 
trenches and carrying the dirt in basketa, 
The enemy uses his riflemen for fighting 
only, but compels the Bolo men ang Chinese 
to labor incessantly. 

The zebeis have an outpost about a 
mile beyord San Fernando, with a 
trench that holds between two and 
three hundred men. From that point 
several volleys were fired last night 


‘upon the camp of the Twentieth Kan- 


saS regiment. 

Neither Major General MacArthur nor 
Major General Lawton moved today, al- 
though each reconnoitered the country in 
his own vicinity for some miles from head- 
quarters, developing the presenge of small 
forces of the enemy. 

In the vicinity of La Guna de Bay the 
rehels are extremely active, but the lineg 
of Gens Ovenshine and Colonel Wholley, 
commanding General King’s brigade 
the latter’s illness, have been ma- 
strengthened, and there is no dan- 
ger in that direction.

EDUCATION IS VERY MEAGER

Ninety Per Cent of Population Is Un- 
able To Read and Write. 


PEOPLE ARE VERY WARM — HEARTED 


Climate and Soil Conspire To Make 
the Island One of the Richest 
Spots in the World. 


Washington, May 7.—Owing to the large 
number of inquiries that have been received 
by the members of the insular commission 
since their recent return from Porto Rico, 
General Robert P. Kennedy has prepared a 
sfatement as to resources and conditions in 
Porto Rico which he thinks will cover the 
points upon which the greatest interest has 
been manifested. Concerning the people 
themselves, General Kennedy 

“There can scareely be found wpon the 
globe a more hospitable and warm-hearted 
people than those of Porto Rico. 

“They are in full sympathy with Ameri- 
can institutions. There is a great deal of 
poverty in the island, as it is understood 
in the United States. That is, the people 
live in flimsily constructed huts, have few 
clothes and still less of ready money, but 
owing to the bounty of nature around them, 
they can live with little work and few 
worldly goods, and still not suffer from 
either cold or hunger. The stories of atarv- 
ation upon the island are fabrications, 

“While the richer classes live well in 
beautifully appointed homes and have been 
for the most part educated abroad, so that 
they can speak English, the percentage of 
illiteracy among the poorer classes is very 
high, reaching 90 per cent, but this is large- 
ly due to the fact that there are no schools 
worthy. the name outside of the largest 
town, or indeed, one might say, in the 
whole island. : 

“As to agricultural opportunities, I should 
say that not one-fourth of the lands in the 
islands are now under cultivation, and 
thousands of acres remain yet to be given 
over to husbandry. Lands are held at good 
prices, owing to the promise of an influx 
of people from the United States. Still 
there is opportunity for many thousands of 
persons who really wish to engage in agri- 
culture on the island. That there are great 
opportunities in Porto Rico is unquestion- 
able. To young men desiring to seek per- 
manent homes and who have a good stock 
of energy and enterprise, Porto Rico offers 
great inducements. But I would discourage 
the simple adventurer who eXpects to reap 
a quick and unearned reward. 

“Sugar and coffee both require a laree 
outlay in lands, materials and improve- 
ments. The promise of both of these, how- 
ever, is unequaled anywhere else in the 

‘orld. An old coffee planter from Java, 
who has just bought a plantation, assured 
me that the climate and conditions were as 
favorable as he had ever seen. Tropical 
fruits of all kinds grow readily and are 
of the finest quality. I know of no place 
which offers greater inducements than does 


Porto Rico to Florida orange growers who 
are seeking a location outside the frost 
>] 


says: 


“The opportunities for stock raising, it 
appears to me, are superior to those in al- 
most any part of the United States, and 
this without disparagement to our own catl- 
tle country. 

‘The climate of the island, in my expe- 
rience and from what I can gather of it 
from records, official and otherwise, is all 
that could be desired, and. even the dense- 
ly populated city of San Juan is a remark- 
ably healthy place. I look forward to the 
time not far distant when Porto Rico will 
be not only the garden spot of the United 
States, but one of the most popular winter 
resorts.”’ 


PORTO RICANS VISIT M’KINLEY. 


Memorial Is Presented Showing What 
the Islanders Want. 
Washington, May 7.—Senors J. Julio 
Henna and Manue} Zeno Candia, commis- 
sioners from Porto Rico to the United 
States, have presented a second memorial 
to the president, reiterating the prayer of 
their first petition. They ask the following 

concessions: 
‘1. The cessation of military government 
and the establishment of civil rule in the 


island. 
“o The establishment of absolute free 


trade between Porto Rico and the United 
States, : 

“2 The reduction of American troops and 
the enlistment of Porto Ricans. 

“4 The right of American citizens in the 
island.” 

On the subject of military control the 
commissioners make the point that “the 
subject of reforming the Porto Rican sys- 
tem does not properly belong to the army 
officers who now control Porto Rico or the 
war department, but to the Porto Rican 
people themselves.’ 

In contending for free trade relations 
with the United States, they assert that 
economically speaking, the people were bet- 
ter off under Spanish rule than under the 
present military control by the United 
states, and adds: 

‘That Porto Rico has done nothing ‘to de- 
serve to be forbidden admission to the 
American markets or to be starved to death 
through high duties under the tariff pro- 
mulgated by the war department.” 

They also assert that ‘‘neither Cuba nor 
Porto Rico will ever be able to make a step 
in the road of true progress and happi- 
ness as long as a custom house stands upon 
their soil.’’

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R. R. TOLBERT’S STATEMENT. 


Appeal to His Neighbors—Says He 
Has Been Misreprsented. 


Columbia, S. C., May 7.—(Special.)—R. R. 
Tolbert, one of the men expelled from the 
Phoenix section of Greenwood county be- 
cause of his political career, and who is 
contesting the seat of Congressman Laittti- 
mer, wishes to return to his home, and 
through a resident of that section, has made 
an appeal to his former neighbors. At the 
outset of his statement he says he was not 
to blame for the killing of Mr, Etheridge 
or the trouble at Phoenix. 

“If a year ago,” said he, “I could have 
foreseen what was: going to occur, I would 
not have accepted the nomination for con- 
gress. I have been a republican and I have 
never been afraid or ashamed to declare 
my principles. But I have never knowingly 
given any man advice that would tend to 
cause him to set at deflance any law. Why 
should I desire to bring about a state of 
lawlessness? My ‘thome ig in Abbeville and 
a large part of my interests in Greenwood 
county. All that I hold dear in life is cen- 
tered in those counties. I certainly have 
interest in preserving order and thought 
until last November that my neighbors gave 
me credit for trying to do so. 

‘Tt has been charged that I have too 
strong a predilection for the negrom™ poli- 
tics. I am not, and never have been, in 
favor of negroes holding office. I am nof, 
and never /have been in favor of any man, 
white or black, exercising the right of suf- 
frage unless he is qualified to do so. I am 
not a believer in social equality. I am @ 
believer of white supremacy in the broadest 
sense of the term and will go as far as any 
man to defend it. But there is no danger 
in negro domination and no necessity. for 
the whites committing a crime against the 
weaker race.’’ 

As to the interview ~with him blished in 
The New York Independent, Tolbert said 
he had been grossly misrepresented. He 
had used none of the terms such as ‘‘white 
trash" that had so angered his former 
neighbors. 

‘‘In short,’’ he says, ‘I have been misrep- 
resented and misunderstood on so many 
points that I hardly know what to say. to 
set mysevf right. I want to get before the 
people of my home, though, for I am sure 
if 1 can do that the people will have a very 
different opinion of me. JI do not take it the 
people of Greenwood wish me to humiliate 
myself, and I could not if they did. I am 
a republican, and do not see how that can 
be held a crime, but I am open to conviction 
and if any man can show me my position is 
wrong I will speedily abandon it. I never 
have and do not expect to hold night meet- 
ings with negroes and preach incendiary 
doctrines to them. I never thought I was a 
menace to the peace and safety of the com- 
munity, but if any man will show me in 
what way I have been such, I will try to 
change my conduct. I am not an outlaw 
and don’t wish to be considered one.. 

“I want to go back to my home with my 
wife and children and live there in peace 
till the end of my days. I want to have the 
friendship and good will of all my net rs 
and I am sure when they understand me 
clearly I will hhave it to the fullest extent. 
I want to be able to go about the commu- 
nit and attend ito my business affairs free- 
ly and withomwt molestation, and without the 
consciousness that I am looked on with dis- 
trust and suspicion. I simply want a white 
man’s chance in a white man’s country. I 
do not ask for anything more than this and 
will not be satisfied with anything less? 
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WANTS HIS VOLUNTEERS FREED 


Governor Thomas, of Colorado, De- 
mands Discharge of Militia. 
Denver, Col., May 7.—Governor Thomas 
has announced that within a few days, if 
President McKinley and the secretary of 
war continue to ignore his communications 
on the subject of the return of the Colorado 
regiment from the Philippines, he will take 
steps with a view to securing the immediate 

recall of the troops. 

“I cannot, as yet, say just what course I 
shall follow,’’ he said, ‘‘but I will exhaust 
every resource at my command to bring 
those boys home. I have tried quiet, peace- 
able means, and have failed. Now I will be 
obliged to resort to something more forci- 
ble, andit will be made public. Of course, 
I do not desire to take any action that will 
unjustly hamper the administration, for I 
am_an American, but I do not propose to 
sit idly by and see the volunteers from 
Colorado fighting:-and dying in the Philip- 
pines in defense of the policy which is actu- 
ating those in charge of the movements of 
our armies abroad. 

“Under the constitution, the Colorado vol- 
unteers will be perfectly justined in laying 
down their arms where they are, and re- 
turning to the United States. If they should 
do anything like that, probably they could 
be courtmartialed, and punished under the 
strict letter of the military rule, but in that 
event the same military rule would be 


placed above the constitution of our re- 
public.”

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tions set out by the president, the court 
Bays: 

“That the canned beef was described as 
‘fresh’ because it was not salt, but that the 
meat Was not old or stale. 

“That the refrigerated beef furnished the 
army was ‘not doctored or treated with any 
other agency than cold air.’ 

“That the meat purchased for the army 
was the meat of commerce; that both 
kinds—refrigerated and canned—were such 
as are well known in both hemispheres, as 
commercial articles, of which there is and 
has been very large consumption not only 
by the trade generally, but by the United 
States navy and by the armies and navies 
of Furope. 

“That no reports of unfitness or unsuita- 
bility of the beef sent from the United 
States were forwarded to the war depart- 
ment by any general officer serving in Cuba 
or Porto Rico while the field operations 
were in progress, nor were any such re- 
ports received until more than one month 
after hostilities ceased. 

“That, barring some defects in methods 
of inspecting the beef on its delivery to 
the subsistence department, the deteriora- 
tion of the meat in shipment was due to the 
fault of no one.” 

The charge of General Miles as made in 
newspaper interviews, as well as those 
made before the war investigating commis- 
sion, are referred to at length, among them 
being the interview with the general sent 
out from the New York office of the As- 
sociated Press on January 3ist,-in which 
General Miles was quoted as saying that 
he had overwhelming evidence that the beef 
was treated with chemicals to preserve it, 
and that he had affidavits from men who 
saw the beef undergoing the embalming 
process. 

The court notes the denial which General 
Miles made on this part of the conversation 
as it was printed in The New York Herald, 
but prints the charge as a part of the alle- 
gations, saying on this point: 

The testimony of both Mr. Reid and 
Mr. Berry, of The New York Times, 
agree in the verity of the interview as 
reported by the former and this is found 
in The Herald clippings. The court does 
not therefore ignore this paragraph, but 
treats it as a part of the allegations 
which are under investigation, 

Summing up the results of the investiga- 
tions of the chemists employed by the court, 
the court says: 

“The contents of all the cases, which con- 
sisted of boiled rather than roast beef, were 
found to be perfectly sweet with an odor 
of cooked meat. The beef in nearly all 
the cans appeared to have been softened 
by exposure to heat, but apparently with- 
out injurious effect as to its quality; apart 
from this the meat contents were found to 
be in a good state of preservation in every 
case. No trace of preservative acids were 
found in any of the cans. 

‘There is no testimony to the effect that 
any of the canned fresh meat supplied: to 
the subsistence department since April 
25, 1898, has been chemically treated or 
subjected to the action of preservatives of 
any kind save as small quantities of com- 
mon sale Rave Leen added as seasoning to 
the product of certain packers.” 

Detailing the mumerous investigations 
made of the keeping quality of the canned 
fresh beef, the court concludes that “in no 
case did the number of swelled or tainted 
cans discovered greatly exceed in amount 
1 per cent of the entire number exam- 
ined,” 

No Preservations Found. 

Several pages of the report are devoted 
to the consideration of the allegations made 
by General Miles that the refrigerated beef 
was treated with preservatives, but the 
statement is made upon the threshhold of 
this question that “‘but little testimony was 
submitted by him in support of this con- 
tention.”’ 

The inference drawn by the court from 
the absence of such testimony is adverse to 
the existence of the practice alleged to pre- 
val] by the major general commanding. 

Attention {fs then called to the fact that 
the testimony bearing upon the chemicali- 
zation of the beef dea} with it only at the 
time of its issuance to the troops and an 
analysis of this testimorty is made with the 
result of showing ‘“‘considerable difference 
of view as to‘the substances used and the 
mode of their application.’ 

Considerable attention is given to Der. 
Daly’s testimony concerning the refriger- 
ated beef on the transport Panama, and 
also to his report concerning the Leef sup- 
plied to the immunes stationed at Chicka- 
mauga. Referring to the doctor’s analysis 
of residum from beef secured on the trana- 
port the court calls attention to the fact 
that he approved the findings of the board 
of survey and that notwithstanding there 
were other medical officers on board, no 
reference was made by him to his suspicion 
that the meat had been chemically treated. 

Referring to this and to another inci- 
dent, the court says: 

The testimony shows that beef treat: 
ed by the Powell process, which was de- 
clared by Dr. Daly to contain boric and 
salicic acids, was in fact treated by 
fumigation and materials employed con- 
taining neither boric nor siiicylic acids. 
The beef from which the broth was 
made on the Panama has not been posi- 
tively identified as refrigerated beef, 
and the connection between the residum 
of the saniple taken from the ship's 
cauldron and that analyzed by Dr. 
Clark has not been established io ihe 
satisfaction of the court. 

A chapter of the report is devoted to the 
consideration of the cause of the sickness 
in the army in the Santiago campaign, but 
“the court finds it impossible to conclude 
that either the canned fresh beef or re- 
frigerated beef appeared to any appreciable 
extent any causes of intestinal disease.’’ 

Speaking of the ration as a whole, the 
court says: 

“As to the offects of tha food supply, 
having regard to both sufficiency and qual- 
ity, it seems to be clearly established that 
the army ration, as supplied without mod- 
ification to the troops serving in the West 
Indies, was by no means well adapted for 
use in a tropical climate. If this be true, 
the unfitness of the ration should have 
manifested itself by its failure to keep the 
troops who substituted upon it in the best 
possible condition for service in hot eli- 
mates. This, in the opinion of the court, 
is fully established in evidence. The in- 

ifficiency of the food supply in Cuba and 
t irregularity attending upon its distri- 
bution due primarily to a marked deficiency 
in transportation facilities and the condi- 
tion of the weather and roads, appeared 
to some extent as causes of disease among 
troops who were thus insufficiently and ir- 
regularly subsisted."’ 

The report closes with the following 
statement: 

“The court, with a deep sense of the re- 
sponsibilities deyolving upon it, has labor- 
ed zealously to bring out the truth and 
believes that it has fully covered all the 
matters referred to it. for investigation. 
The calling of more witnesses from the 
large number suggested by the major gen- 
eral commanding, including all those who 
have taken part in the operations of the 
war, would only have resulted in addi- 
tional testimony on the same lines as those 
pursued without throwing further light 
upon the questions involved. Several wit- 
nesses who were duly subpoenaed to appear 


| pefore the court did not obey the summons. 
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Some of these were called at the instance | 
of the major general commanding, others 
at the instance of the court. Having 
knowledge of the fa-t that the statutes 
did not make it possible to punish wit- 
nesses who refused to testify before @ 
courtmartial or court of inquary, the court 
took no steps to compe! their attention.” 

The document is signed by J. ®. Wade, 
major general, U. S. V., preréent, and 
George B. Davis, lieutenant ccionel, dep- 
uty judge advocate general, recorder. 

The foregoing report having been sub- 
mitted with the proceedings to the presi- 
dent, the following are the orders therepn: 

‘Executive Mansion, Washington, D. C., 
May 6, 1899.—The findings of the court of 
inquiry are approved. 

“WILLIAM McKINLEY.” 

“The court of inquiry of which Major 
General James Wade, U. 8. V., is president, 
is hereby disapproved. 

“By order of the acting secretary of war, 

“H. C, CORBIN, Adjutant General.” 

General Miles, when asked tonjght 
whether he had any comment to make 
upon the beef report, replied that he had 
read it. 

“But I have nothing to say,” he added, 
“either about the report, the method of tes- 
timony or the conclusions reached.” 

‘“‘Does that mean that so far as you. are 
concerned you will let thea matter rest where 
the report leaves it?’’ asked the reporter. 

“I have nothing to say,” replied General 
Miles. 


APPROPRIATIONS SPECIFIED. 


Money Set Aside by Last Session of 
Congress Shown. 

Washington, May 7.—The volume relating 
to appropriations, new cffices, ete., required 
by law to be prepared and published at the 
end of each session of congress, under the 
direction of the committee cn appropria- 
tions cf the senate and the house, has been 
completed for the third session of the fifty- 
fifth congress, 

A summary of the appropriations show 
the grand total of $674,981,022. The details 
by bills are as follows: 

Agricuiture, $3,726,022, army, $8C,430,204; dip- 
lomatic, $1.714,554; District of Columbia, 
$6,834,534; fortifications, $4,999,902; Indian, 
$7,504,776; legislative, $23,410,841; military 
academy, $770,774; naval, 48,099,970; pension, 
$145,233,830; postoffice, $105,634,139; rivers and 
harbors, $16,091,842; sundry civil, $48,385,931; 
deficiency appropriations, $25,005,913; mis- 
cellaneous appropriation. including 320,000, - 
000 to carry out treaty obligations with 
Spuin, $28,744,590; permanent appropriations, 
$128,678,2.0. Grand total, $674,961,022. 

In addition to the specific appropriations 
made, contracts are authorized to be en- 
tered into for increase of the naval estab- 
lishment and for various public works 
threughout the country requiring future 
appropriation by congress in the aggregate 
sum of $77,047,274. These contracts cover 
three new battleships, three armored cruis 
ers and six protected cruisers, to cost, in- 
cluding armor and armament, $44,104,500; 
river and harbvdor improvements, $23,§66,324.13; 
public buildings in various states, including 
a new government printing office in the 
city of Washington, $8,163,450. 

A comparison of the total appropriations 
of the third session of the fifty-fifth con- 
gress for’ 1900 of ¢674,981,022, with those of 
the second session for 1899 of $892,231,615, 
shows a reduction in favor of the third ges- 
sion of $218,250,593. 


PREACHED ON CO-OPERATION. 


Rev. H. W. Prector Delivered an Able 


Sermon. 

Rev. H. H. Proctor preached at the First 
Congregational church yesterday morning 
on the “Church That Found Herself,” tak- 
ing his text from Ephesians, iv, 16. The 
sermon will build up Kipling’s story of ‘‘The 
Ship That Found Herself.””

That each may do his work he must be 
uwake :o his duties and privtieges, one 
curse of C@xistian discipleship has been its 
‘sleepyheadedness.’ Too often Christian 
disciples are asleep while the Lord is being 
transfigured or betrayed, It is high time 
to awake out of sleep, 

“Kipling says that no ship has found sher- 
self until every part learns to work with 
every other part.’ This is trug of a church. 
‘This means co-opération, and it is the spirit 
of the universe. All things work together. 
All the elements conspire for the growth 
of a flower. Competition is said to be the 
life of trade; it ‘s the bane of the church, 
Co-operation is the life of the church. To 
do this each Must lay aside petty differ- 
ences, sink self, exalt the church and gsur- 
render to Christ.”’

In discussing his theory of education, the 
mayor says: 

“Taking Macon as an average city, a large 
proportion of the population turns out of 
bed early in the morning, dressing and eat- 
ink quickly and then hurrying to work, 
working all day and rushing home in the 
evening to swallow supper and then retir- 
ing, the only real resting time being on 
Saturday nights and Sunday. Reading of 
any kind, save in a few instances of the 
older people, who study their Bibles, has no 
attraction whatever for them. They hear 
snatches of conversation about war and 
the more important passing events, but 
beyond these fragments of other people’s 
talk* they know nothing. of current doings. 
These people looked with wondering eyes 
upon the soldiers going to Cuba, but could 
they tell why those soldiers were going 
and for what they were intended to fight? 
Very few. It is the same with all the im- 
portant events, and to edveate these people, 
1 propose to try the experimnet of a free 
circulating library conducted on new lines, 
I have discovered that the primary step is 
with pictures. The newspaprs and maga- 
gines of today, with their half-tone work, 
and quick transfer of the camera product 
to the printed page, is the medium through 
which I desire to create a craving for read- 
ing matter. To do this, I call upon citi- 
gens for their castoff reading matter, mag~- 
azines, illustrated papers, ete. In addition, 
I shall subscribe for out of my own pocket a 
number of both the afternoon and the 
morning papers, at such stations as will be 
most convenient for the people for whom 
they are intended. The people are thus pro- 
vided with the papers at a time when they 
have their only leisure.”

At the an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders some days 
ago these gentlemen were re-elected as the 
board of directors. The other faction, 
known as the Dennis-Gibson party, follow- 
ing the first election, retired and elected 
another board of d.rectors, composed of 
Messrs. W. T., W. K. and A. H. Denng 
and Mr. 'T. N. Gibson, of Talbotton, anu 
Judge J. H. Martin, of this city. This lat- 
ter faction ciaims to have, been legaliy 
eiected, taking the position that the Tnorn- 
ton faction voted the stock they were not 
entiled to vote and ran roughshod over 
them. <A gentleman identified with the 
Gibson-Dennis faction stated yesterday that 
he thought it very likely that the case 
would go into the courts and that the 
Thorntons would be ousted from control ‘of 
affairs. The gentleman said he had only 
communicated with Talbotton by letter, 
however, and was not fully informed as to 
the plans of the Dennis-Gibson people. 

Coionel C. Thornson said yesterday 
that he did not apprehend that legal pro- 
ceeGings would be instituted, and that the 
trouble was the same old road factional 
fight. The colonel explained that his party 
controlled 223 shares and that the other 
side had only 112 shares. The road was 
capitalized at $35,000 and a company owns a 
few shares of the stock, about seventeen 
in number. These shares are among those 
which the Dennis people claim the Thorn- 
tons have no right to vote. Colonel Thorn- 
ton himself owns more of the road than

ONLY FOUR REGIMENTS REMAIN. 


Savannah Camp Is Rapidly Being Va- 
cated. 

Savannah, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Savan- 
nah’s soldier days are rapidly drawing toa 
aose, and less than a month will see the 
last of the bluecoats scattered and dispersed 
to the states from which they came. 

Only four regiments now remain at Camp 
Onward, the Sixth Missouri, the Forty-ninth 
lowa, the Third Kentucky and the Thirty- 
first Michigan. On Wednesday the Sixth 
Missouri will be mustered out, and another 
1,000 men will leave for home. The muster 
out of the other regiments will follow at 
intervals of a week or less, and the first 
day of June will probabiy see left here but 
little more than. the remnants of a staff. 
The camp of detention on Daufuskie island 
has been abandoned, and will soon resume 
its former function of a picnic grouneé 

It is said that no more soldiers will be 
brought here—at least, not for some time to 
come, and it may be when transfers are 
made hereafter to and from Cuba, they will 
be through other ports. All of which is 
making Savannah merchants and some of 
the railroad men, too, a little mournful, 
though they rejoice that they still have 
4,000 soldiers left for a few days at least, 
and every one cif whom will be in posses- 
sion of quite a respectable wad before he 
takes his departure. 

There is no doubt that the presence of the 
soldiers here, which thas been practically 
continuous since October Ist last, has been 
the biggest thing tor the merchants and 
railroads that they have ever had. Prosper- 
ity has come upon Savannah, and her mer- 
chants’ are looking happy. The railroads 
have got the better part of the’r business 
out of the transportation for which the 
government has paid, for it has cost them 
& pretty penny to handie the passenger 
traffic following upon the mustering out of 
regiments. Besides transporting soldiers at 
half rates they have maintained an army 
of soliciting agents to gather in the busi- 
ness, 

But all of this is about to pass away. 
On May lith, Major G. W. Ruthers, the 
depot commissary here, will leave this post, 
and shormiy afterwards his office will be 
broken up. He still has on hand here 10,000, - 
(” pounds of commissary stores, of which 
3,000,000 pounds are tomatoes. These stores 
wiil soon be shipped to other posts, and the 
gieater part of them no doubt to Cuba. 
Tcmatoes, however, have been taken out 
of the Cuban ration, and Major Ruthers 
says he has no idea what the government 
is going to do with all of the tomatoes it 
has on hand here and elsewhere. 

Lieutenant Colonel J. B. Bellinger, 
pot quartermaster, will also leave Savan- 
nah within a few days, the shipment of 
troops, of which he had charge, having 
been concluded. It is reported that he will 
be ordered to the Pacific coast, but nothings 
cefinite is known of this yet. Colonel] Bel- 
linger had charge Of the shipment of quar- 
termaster’s stores and troops from Tampa 
after General Shafter’s expedition sailed, 
and has done some careful, excellent and 
rapid work.

He admitted there 
that he had killed his wife, but stoutly as- 
serted that he was innocent of any criminal 
intention, claiming he was using am ax 
which flew off the handle and struck her in 
the head. 

Today remorse had no doubt bitten fur- 
ther into him, and he came out with the 
confession that he and his wife had a quar- 
rel, as had frequently been the case, in the 
course of which she taunted him about 
being black, and called him a ‘‘nigger.’’ This 
was more than Scott could stand, and he 
says he picked up the ax and struck her on 
the head, after which he tried to stop the 
flow of blood, but without success, and she 
soon died. 

The police have evidence which indicates 
that Scott slipped up behind the woman and 
murdered her in cold blood, he having med- 
itated upon this beforehand. He is expect- 
ed to go one step further tomorrow and 
confess to the whole Sstory—that he delib- 
erately killed his wife because at one time 
she applied the term ‘‘nigger’’ in speaking 
to him rather caustically. The woman 
came of a respectable colored family, and 
her father, an ante-bellum darky, is well

Somewhere in England is printed a 
sheet known as The Cahristian World, 
Which> is a very gullible Christian 
indeed.

some. kind friend in the British me- 
tropolis has sent us a number of elip- 
pings from this journal. one of which 
refers to the visit in England of a wide- 
awake negro who is “‘out for the stuff,” 
and who has a sixpenny pamphlet to 
dispose of to such kindly souls as may 
desire to purchase it. This man, in an 
interview, among other things, hag this 
to say of the negro in the south: 

Women and girls are whipped in a 
state by men in the presence of men and 
boys. Of course, there § is immorality, 
Children are born and grow up in the pris- 
ons, and know no other home. Some of the 
states make a regular thing of breeding 
people, just as in the old slavery days. 
This is specially the case in Georgia, Flore- 
ida and Texas. 

Of course, it is unnecessary either to 
answer such a paragraph as this or to 
pay serious attention to a newspaper 
which is capable of giving it currency. 
Every clergyman in Georgia, without 
one single exception, whether he be 
White or black, Knows that the state- 
ment that “some of the states (Georgia 
being one) make a regular thing of 
breeding people,” is unutierably false. 
As this quotation is of like character 
With the other statements made, we are 
sure that no sensible man will ask for 
a refutation of them. 

The Constitution desires, in this con- 
nection, to draw attention to the point 
that England is the headquarters of this 
intense interest in the calored race, and 
that the focus of her intensity is turned 
upon the southern United States of 
America. The singular thing about it 
is that England holds sovereignty over 
200,600,000 people of the inferior races,

Now we ask in all seriousness, why 
does a nation which denies such equal 
rights to the inferior races within her 
own dominion, take such an interest 
in certain American states doing what 
she herself fails to do? Not only has 
England been cruel and oppressive to 
the colored racég within her dominions, 
but she has persistently refused to do 
justice to white men in Ireland, as a 
consequence of which the people of that 
island are in a continual state of sup- 
pressed revolt. When England applies at 
home the remedy which she is so anxious 
to recommend to other nations, it will 
be time enough for her reverend busy- 
bodies to concern themsélves about what 
ig taking place in the south. 


The Indian as a Landlord. 

It is a late day im the history of the 
Indian for him to take up the role of 
landlord, but he seemg to have done so 
successfully in the state of Oregon. 

This new condition of agriculture ex- 
ists in that portion of the state occu- 
pied by the eastern Oregon Indians. 
Nominally these tribeg*have abandoned 
their tribal relations, and their mem- 
berg have taken lands in severalty, but 
instead of occupying their farms, they 
rent them to whites, who pay a rental 
of from $1.50 to $3 per acre. The crop 
raised is almost invariably wheat, and 
when that grain sells at 50 cents a bush- 
el, the farmer makes a profit of about 
$25 an acre from each erop, the cost of 
production being about $4.50 an acre. 
These Indian farms embrace 160 acres 


Of land each, and ag they are being car- 


ried on. under the rental system, the 
white man is the one who is the most 
profited, but so general is the rental 
system that only one Indian in the three 
tribes cultivates his own farm. 

It will thugs be seen that even into 
the new condition the Indian carries 
the thriftlessness which has ever mark- 
ed his race, and that it is but a question 
of time when the white tenant will drive 
out his red landlord. These lands were 
allotted to the Indians in the winter of 
1886-7, and to show how shrewd a bar- 
gain the ‘‘untutored sayage’’ drove with 
the government, it is told that he ad- 
mitted into the tribes very many whites, 
who had a slight mixture of Indian 
blood in their veins, upon the payment 
of an initiation fee varying from $5 to 
$500, as the chief saw fit to impose, The 
fee being naid, the chief saw that none 
were slighted when it came to a divi- 
sion of their lands, and about thirty-five 
white men took their share of Indian 
lands. 

But the end of our Indian problem is 
almost in sight. Their bones bleach the 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from which point the race must soon 
disappear forever, 

A Future for Hypnotism. 

Dr. John 8. Quackenbos, who is emeri- 
tus professor at Columbia university, 
has recently been making some experi- 
ments in hypnotism which bid fair to 
revolutionize} various professions and 
habits which the law has _ heretofore 
taken hold of with very poor success. 
We would not, however, even seeming- 
ly limit the field of the good doctor’s 
operations. Practically it is boundless. 

One of the doctor’s subjects was a 
professional thief who had been engaged 
in stealing for twelve years, and who 
claimed that he esuld no more resist 
the desire to steal than he could control 
his appetite for cigarettes, which was 
inveterate. It is gaid of this profes- 
sional thief that “he wore a sneaking 
hang-dog look,” and that “hig manner 
Was generally repulsive.”” We are com- 
pelled to admit at this point that the 
dime-novel statement arouses our sus- 
picions. The “hang-dog look”’ and ‘‘gen- 
erally repulsive manner” belong to the 
beautiful stories that used to enthuse 
the readers of The New York Ledger. 

However, Dr. Quackenbog hypnotized 
the thief on the 19th of March, and sug- 
gested that he abandon both thieving 
and cigarette smoking. Ina week, it is 
said, he returned with the “old hang- 
dog look’’ gone, and said he wag cured 
of his thieving propensity and of his 
craving for cigarettes. We shall have 
to be pardoned for shutting both eyes 
over that ‘“hang-dog look.” It is conve- 
nient: it ig too easv of manufacture. 
The idea that thieves have “a hang-dog 
look” or that oriminals go about with 
their eyes gleaming signals of murder 
belongs to the dim past, to the days of 
Mrs. Radcliffe and her contemporaries. 

Yet, leaving out this cheap accessory, 
there is much in Dr. Quackenbos’s ex- 
periments to give hope to the ordinary 
man of affairs. The probability ig that 
hypnotism will become a_ household 
study, so that when Mrs. Blifkins comm 
over to borrow a jug of molasses or a 
spoonful of horse radish the wife of 
your bosom can look her calmly in the 
eye and convince her that she needs 
neitherthe oneortheother. So withthe 
gentlemanly boarder next door. When he 
Wants to borrow vour early edition of 
Lamb, or Florio’s Montaigne with Hor- 
ace Smith’s name on the flyleaf, vou 
will be able to fillip him gently on the 
nese and canvince him that those things 
are myths, or that they are unworthy 
the attention of moderns, 

And then there is the dry goods bill, 
and the dangerous looking account from 
the milliner’s. How easy it will be to 
reduce these by administerine various 
doses of hypnotism to the unsuspecting 
members of your domestic circle!

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THE RACE PROBLEM 


NORTH AND SOUTH | 


Dr. Tom Dixon had a happy inspiration 
when the spoke of the recent Coweta county 
horror as a case of “communal insanity.” 

The doctor intimated his belief that this 
peculiar form of insanity would continue to 
afflict communities just so long a8 such de- 
mons as Sam Holt commit their fiendish 
crimes. In fact, he admitted that under 
some conditions he would himself yield to 
an insane impulse, and act as judge, jury 
and executioner, without bothering ‘himself 
about the law. 

Communal insanity~ fs possible. Nations 
sometimes go crazy. The French people 
were raving maniacs during the reign of 
terror, according to Henri Taine, and it 
cay not be going too far to say that they 
were in the same condit.on a generation ago, 
in the days of the commune. 

If we have communal and national insan- 
ity, why not sectional and partisan insan- 
ity? 

During our civil war the people, north and 
south, seemed to be in a frenzy of mad- 
ness. The few sane individuals ‘on both 
sides were regarded with suspicion by the 
masses, 

But it will be said that many of these 
crazy people nobly illustrated the highest 
and most heroic virtues. This is true. Men 
may be unselfish, brave and patriotic, and 
still show insanity in their thoughts, words 
and deeds when they are provoked or tried 
beyond a certain point. It is so also with 
the victims of reiigious insanity. They may 
be good people, honestly desiring to do right 
in spite of their affliction. 


I spoke of sectional and partisan insan- 
ity. 

Glance backwatd abeut forty years and 
you will find plenty of evidence showing 
that this geographical and political mad- 
ness exigted on both sides of the ° Poto- 
mac. 

In the north there were cranky or schem- 
ing popular leaders who called themsaves 
abolitionists, when in point of fact they 
were primarily sowth haters. They favored 
the abolition of slavery because they bellev- 
ed that it would plunge the south into pov- 
erty and anarchy, or at least check her 
progress. 

These so-ealled abolitionists were disioyal 
and seditious. Garrison and Phillips were for 
disunion. The former publicly burned the 
federal constitution, and said: ‘‘The union 
is a lie; let us up with the flag of dis- 
union.’ Phillips said: “The constitution of 
our fathers was a mistake. Let us tear it 
to pieces and make a better one.” 

John Brown led the abolition outlaws in 
Kansas—the same Brown who was so right- 
eousiy hanged at Harper’s Ferry. Beecher is 
said to have declared from his pulpit that 
Sharp's rifles were better than Bibles. 
Joshua Giddings predicted that the blacks 
of the south would exterminate the whites, 
and he said that such a war would be the 
dawn of a political millennium. 

Greeley indorsed John Brown, and Emert- 
s0n gaid that his gallows was as glorious 
as the cross. 

Now, all of this insane talk in the north 
was not the outcome of abolition. It was 
the natural expression of the south-hating 
spirit. 

When we get down to facts, abolition, pure 
and simple, did not originate in the north. 
In this country it originated in the south. 
The policy of gradual emancipation was 
erowing in favor in Virginia, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and other southern states in the 
early part of the present century, and 
doubtless would have won the day but for 
the ill-timed and intemperate crusade start- 
ed in New Engiand by certain extremises. 
The south, dreading the results of this 
sudden and violent attack, Was forced in 
seif-defense to defend the institution of 
slavery. 

The northerners got rid of their slaves 
because they were not profitable in their 
severe climate. But they did not emancipate 
all of them. They first sold the majority 
of them to southern planters. 

Nor were they in any hurry to emancipate 
the others. As late as 1840 there were slaves 
in Pennsylvania. Rhode Island and Connec- 
ticut had some in 1840, and New Jersey had 
a few in 1850. New York emancipated in 
1827. 

So many New Englanders engaged in the 
African slave trade that’ Judge Story charg- 
ed the grand juries of Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts on the subject in 1820. 


Engiand cranks, demagogues 
and disYoyal agitators continued their in- 
sane ubuse of the southern people until 
the people down this way lost their tem- 
per. 

Then the mud-slinging began in earnest. 

For about thirty years we gave ourselves 
up to the most idiotic and destructive forms 
of sectional insanity. Allied with this evil 
was the growing menace of partisan jn- 
sanity, which domiraitted the country from 
1860 untf comparatively a short time ago. 

At times during the reconstruction pertod 
it was difficult for a southerner or a demo- 
crat to get justice In some northern locali- 
ties, and uhere were places down in Dixie 
where a republican could not live, and where 
every northern stranger was regarded with 
suspicion. 

It is to be hoped that history will never 
repeat itself in this matter, 

Our race problem is dealt with more 
justly and reasonably in the south than it 
is in the north. 

When the backs behave’ themselves— 
when they are peaceable and law-abiding— 
the southerners employ them, educate them 
and even support them in idleness. South- 
ern whites work side by side with them 
in many occupations. The people and the 
courts deal leniently with the blacks, as a 
rule, and never resort to swift and terrible 
modes of punishment, except for the crime 
of crimes. : 

How is it with the northerners? When 
they start a colony down south, like Fitz- 
gerald in Georgia, er Southern Pines in 
North Carolina, their first step is: to rule 
out the blacks. 

In hundreds of northern cities and towns 
biacks are not allowed to reside with the 
whites on the same streets. They are ruled 
out of certain trades and occupatons, and 
are restricted to a few lines of employment. 
It is also true that Judge Lynch frequently 
deals with black criminals in the north and 
west. 

Many northerners who settle in southern 
towns at first refuse to employ blacks, even 
going so far as to import foreign house ser- 
vants who cannot speak a word of English, 
and who are less competent than Intelligent 
caored servants. 


The New 
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So far as the race problem is concerned, 
the southern whites ‘have only one thing to 
reproach themselves for, and that is the 
willingness with which some mercenary and 
milk-and-water representatives of the so- 
called new south have accepted, or pre- 
tended to accept, northern ideas and meth- 
ods. 

In this element will be found politicians, 
business men, and various schemers who 
are only too eager to profess the deepest 
regret for the alleged shortcomings of their 
peopie whenever a yankee millionaire comes 
among thern. 

These fellows will never settle the race 
problem or any other problem. When the 
crisis comes they will be sent to the rear, 
and the people will do the work and assume 
the responsibility. 

The old south took kindly and protecting 
care of the biacks, and if her representa- 
tives would come to the front now they 
would settle the whole question justly and 
for all time to come. 

But we can expect nothing but tempo- 
rary makeshifts-and compromises from the 
new south politicians who are looking 
northward. 

They are worth no more in an emergency 
than Mr. Chick, who was always rushing 
about in a tremendous flurry asking if 
“something temporary couldn’t be done 
with a teapot.”’ 3 

There are too many Mr. Chicks among us. 
Better an occasional wave of ‘“‘communal 
insanity.’’

There seems to be a paper at 
every point where they can be any excuse 
for its existence. The editor is the main 
man at public functions; he is the chief 
mourner at all funerals, the happiest man 
at all weddings and the proudest man, 
next to the father, at all christenings. He 
is really a wonderful creation.” 


R. L. Prempert, of Wilmington, is at the 
Kimball.

Mrs. Hill said she knew of her own per- 
sonal knowledge of $35 that ‘had been put in 
Miss Fisher's box. She had seen that much 
go into the box. 

Mrs. Fisher stated that she at first did 
not wish her daughter to enter the contest, 
but Miss Corinne was so enthused about it 
that she let the matter go on. 

What Mrs. Fisher Says About It. 

“I thought, of course,’’ said Mrs. Fisher, 
“that everything would be honest. We 
raised among our friends several dollars, 
and.you have heard Mrs. Hill say that she 
saw $35 go into the box. And yet, when 
the box was opened there was only $25 in 
it. The money was taken out by somebody, 
but who, of course, we cannot say. The 
same thing, so I am told, was done in an- 
other contest. We did not wish Mr. Evans 
to give us any ring. It was just the pleas- 
ure of seeing Corinne win the contest that 
made us work for her. Now thax there has 
been fraud, that can be clearly proven, I 
think Mr. Evans ought to refund the money 
to those who voted for my daughter. When 
the boxes were opened it was not done ina 
manner for us all to see, and my daughter 
did not see the money counted. After Miss 
Johnson’s money was counted the amount 
Was announced, but after the money in 
Corinne’s box was counted, Mr. Evans went 
off with money and boxes without making 
any announcement until he returned. with 
the ring to give Miss Johnson. This looked 
suspicious. Miss Johnson acted very nicely 
about the matter. She said that she was 
willing for the ring to go to my daughter, 
but we could not let her make the decision 
that way. 1 am sorry as I can be that the 
matter has become public, and sorry that 
my daughter ever had anything to do with 
the fair. But since there hhas undoubtedly 
been fraud -it should be exposed.”’ 
Statements of Evans and His wife. 

Evans and his wife were seen at their 
home. They stated emphatically that there 
had been no fraud. Mrs. Evans said she had 
undertaken to manage the fair with her 
husband for the benefit of the Information 
Bureau, and it was ail purely charitahe 
work. She had neary worked herself to 
death and was heartily sick of the rows. 

Evans said he knew no money had been 
taken from any boxes. He didn’t care who 
said there had been. 

“There are just two things possible,’’ said 
Evans, ‘‘and the first is that the money 
claimed to have been placed in Miss Fisher’s 
box was put through mistake in another 
box; and the second is that those who said 
they put money in Miss Fisher's box didn’t 
do what they said they did. I have offered 
Miss Fisher a ring. Mrs. Fisher and the 
rest of them had better be careful how 
they make charges against people’s honesty 
or they migtht be made to prove their as- 
sertions.’’ 

Policeman’s Lively Story. 

Policeman Coogler had a lively story to 
tell of the rumpus in the fair room Satur- 
day night. He said: 

“I tell you there came very near being a 
riot in that place. I had to rush in and 
shove the boys apart as they seemed to be 
lined about nine on a side. One young man 
tried to strike Evans in the face and I had 
to catch vhe fellow’s arm. Evans tried to 
squelch matters by offering two diamond 
rings, but this did not satisfy those who 
were crying fraud.’’ 

The trouble will possibly be renewed this 
morning, as some of Miss Fisher’s friends 
have stated that they intended to go to the 
fair room and show Evans a correct list of 
most of the subscriptions placed in Miss 
Fisher's box, and the amount is over $35. 
To this, they say, ought to be added $15 or 


$20 more that was placed in the box in 
small amounts. 

The affair is undoubtediy the liveliest 
voting contest that has stirred up a ba- 
zaar in many days, and the sequel of it all 
may be a most interesting case in the state 
courts.

Board. 

It has been reported that Mr. Oscar Pap- 
penheimer will probably be opposed for re- 
election to membership on the board of 
education, his term next expiring, and the 
council having to choose his successor at 

itis next meeting. 

In speakirg of the matter yesterday he 
said: 

“Yes, I have heard that my re-election to 
the board of education might be opposed 
on account of my views on some questions 
affecting the schools. I am sorry, of course, 
if my Official acts displeased anybody in 
Atlanta. Yet, I cannot say that I have 
changed my opinions or that I feel that I 
have anything to apologize for. Educational 
work has always been both study and prac- 
tice with me; itis a favorite study, I might 
say. Therefore, the work is congenial and 
I stand ready to continue it. If, however, 
the council should elect another to fill the 
position, my interest in popular education 
would remain the same. Whether in or out 
of the board of education, I shall always be 
in sympathy with the work of ‘teachers and 
pupils; I shall always be in favor of meth- 
ods of government not too restrici$ve; I 
shall always favor methods of teaching up- 
proved by modern educators of standing. I 
have, in the board, favored many ideas new 
to. our system; but not one did I ever ad- 
an experiment, not one 
that was not in suecessful operation in 
good schools generally. Nor have any of 
the changes advocated by me been Impracti- 
cal from a financial standpoint, as no out- 
lay of money was involved. I do not think 
that, on my motion, the board spent a total 
of $4 during my term of service. My friends 
have insisted that I. stand for re-election 
and I will do so.”

The two veterans’ camps in Atlanta, 
Camp Walker and Camp 159, are among the 
largest and best organized in the state, and 
in addition to the delegates that have been 
named by both bodies, the camps will send 
a large number of theif members. 

Genera) John B. Gordon, commander in 
chief of the United Confederate Veterans, 
Will leave for Charleston on the same train 
with the delegates from the Jocal camps 
and the veterans on board will act in the 
capacity of his escort. 

Committees appointed from Camp Walk- 
er and Camp 159 have conferred together 
in regard to transportation and entertain- 
ment for the delegates while they are in 
Charleston and jt was decided by the com- 
mittees that the two local camps should go 
together and a special over the Georgia was 
engaged last week for the use of the At- 
lanta contingent. The commanders of the 
Atlanta camps have been notified by the 
veterans of Chattanooga, Tenn., that a 
special car carrying the delegates from that 
city will reach Atlanta early Tuesday morn- 
Arrangements have been made to 
have the Chattanooga special attached to 
the special engaged for the Atlanta camps, 
and the train to leave the city tomorrow 
morning for Charleston will be a large 
one.

The telegrams sent out Saturday to the 
members of Governor Candlet's staff, noti- 
fying them that the chief executive had 
accepted the invitation of the Georgia divi- 
sion to attend the reunion, brought favor- 
able and welcome replies from fully 95 
per cent of the members of the staff yes- 
terday. During the recent trip to Chicka- 
mauga at the unveiling of the monument, 
the staff of the governor urged him strong- 
ly to accept the {nvitation to Charleston, 
and it was largely at their request that 
Governor Candler decide@® to go.

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HE WAS A PRISONER 
IN A WRECKED CAB 


Charles Beardsley Seriously Hurt in an 
Accident Saturday Night. 


TROLLEY CAR STRUCK THE CAB 


Was Taken from the Vehicle in an Un- 
conscious Condition. 


MOTORMAN SAYS DRIVER WAS TO BLAME 


Driver Says Motorman Was To Blame. 
The Cab Was Rolled Over with 
Beardsley Inside of It. ' 


Saturday night Charles Beardsley was se- 
riously. injured by the collision of a hack 
in which he was riding with a trolley car. 

Mr. Beardsleyewas pulled out of the hack 
after the accident, where he had been held 
a prisoner while the vehicle was rolled over 
and over, and he was in an unconscious 
condition, 

After being taken into the house, the ac- 
cident occurring directly opposite his res- 
idence, 307 Capitol avenue, he regained con- 
sciousness and was placed under the care 
of a physician. He was badly bruised, but 
no bones were broken, as far as could be 


ascertained. There.was a cut on the head 


which bled considerably. 

Mr. Beardsley was going home from his 
store about half-past 10 o’clock Saturday 
night ina hack and the vehicle had reached 
the corner of Capitol avenue and Glenn 
streets when a trolley car came down the 
long steep grade. The negro driver had 
the vehicle across the tracks and tried to 
get off just as the car struck the rear 
wheels, 

The driver jumped from his seat. When 
the car hit the cab, the vehicle went against 
a tree and the double concussion snapped 
the iron axles as if they had been bits of 
brittle wood. 

The cab was rolled over a time or two 
and thrown to one side a Lad wreck. All 
the while Mr. Beardsley was inside the cab 
being thrown and tumbled about. 

His son ran from the house and with the 
help of the driver pulled him from the hack 
unconscious. 

The driver says that the car came down 
the hill at a fearful rate of speed and that 
it was impossible for him to have got out 
of the way. 

The motorman, George R. Milner, who 
was in charge of the trolley car at the 
time of the accident, stated last night to a 
reporter of The Constitution that the driver 
was to blame. 

“That negro tried to drive tn front of my 
car,’’ said Milner, ‘‘and when he saw that I 
was close upon him, he stopped and tried 
to get back on the side he had left. He cut 
his horse and it was the collision with 
the tree that caused the most damage. If 
the negro had been looking out for the car 
he could have avoided the accident.”’

About 10:30 o'clock, three or four hours 
after the Killing, he returned to the city 
through the woods and 
stopped in a lield half a mile from the scene 
of the crime. There he met a negro who 
was or had been a close friend. Joe asked 
this friend to go to the scene of the shoot- 
ing and ascertain if the woman was dead. 
The friend left, but instead of asking about 
the woman and letting Joe know she was 
dead, he told the first white man he met 
Bicyele Officer W. 
R. Jones and R. C. Campbell, R. O. Rus- 
sell, W. H. Wilmoth, J. M. Beck and J. P. 
Johnson went to the tleld and found Joe 
with negro, who is a noted car 
breaker and who has long been wanted by 
the officers of the law. Before either of 
them knew they were trapped pistols were 
drawn on them and they were made to 
throw up their hands. 

Joe taken to the police barracks 
handcuffed to Jim Henley the car burglar. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Carroll 
said: 

“I don't know what made me kill that 
woman. She had a razor, but she wasn’t 
trying to cut me with it. I Was after Dick 
Alexander and I didn’t mean to kill the 
woman. I just shot before I knew what I 
was about. The pistol I did the shooting 
with belonged to Dick. Me and him had 
just been gambling and I had won the pis- 
tol. We were quarreling about the game 
when his wife came up with another wo- 
man; I had the pistol in my hand, and I 
just pointed it at the woman and 6 fired 
twice. But 1 didn’t mean to do it.”’ 

Tried Suicide with Matches. 

The other negro, who shot two women, is 
Henry Westmoreland, and he is in the 
Tower recovering from a cut in his throat 
and a bullet hole in his head, which he 
inflicted in an effort to commit suicide. 
Henry shot down his wife and mother-in- 
law, Jane Cartier, at Grant park last week. 
Jane is in a critical condition, and it is be- 
lieved she will die, as the bullet passed 
through her abdomen, 

Henry has an interesting etory to teil 
about his attempt to kili himself. He 
6ays that the next morning after the shoot- 
two women he decided that 
it was better to die by his own hand than 
to be hanged, and he first tried to commit 
Suicide by eating sulphur matches, 

“IT had always heard that matches would 
kill a fellow,’’ said Henry, ‘‘and so I got 
two boxes and eat up every match in both 
of them. I] swallowed sticks and sulphur 
and laid down to die. But J] soon felt that 
death wasn’t coming from a meal of match- 
es, and then I used the pistol. That didn’t 
do the job and I slashed a razor across my 
throat. I thought when I saw the blood 
coming that I had at last succeeded and 
Was lying down waiting to pass away when 
the cop came in and arrested me. Here I 
am getting well.”

The oratorical contest between the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and Mercer takes place 
at the Grand at 8 o'clock tonight. 

The subject for debate will be **Resolved, 
That a permanent policy of colonial expan- 
sion will be beneficial to the American peo- 
ple.’’ 

Owing to the rivalry of the two colleges 
and the prominence of the speakers, the

BELIEVE HE TOOK POISON. 


H. Moses’s Found in a Dying Condi- 
tion at His Residence Last 
Night. 

Last night about half-past 11 o’clock Her- 
man ‘Moses, of No. 111 Capitol avenue, was 
discovered by his wife to be in an almost 
dying condition from the effects probably 
of some kind of drug, and Drs. Amster and 

Vaughn were sent for. 

Moses runs a grocery store at Nos. 114- 
116 Capitol avenue. He had an operation 
performed Saturday to stop a severe hem- 
orrhage in the nose, and yesterday he com- 
plained all day of feeling badly. Last night 
he retired, still complaining, fHs wife was 
apprehensive about his condition and lay 
awake until] 11 o’clock, when she saw that 
he was jerking as if about to go Into con- 
vulsions. Other members of the household 
were aroused and the physicians were sent 
for. 

Patrolman Dobbs, who was on that beat, 
assisted the two physicians in thelr ef- 
forts to arouse the apparently dying man. 

Once after the arrival of the officer 
Moses aroused sufficiently to say a few 
words. He was asked what he had taken, 
and he replied: ‘‘Nothing.’’ 

‘Mrs. Moses said she thad not seen her 
husband take anything, and if he swallowed 
any sort of drug she did not known when 
he did it. 

The physicians were of the opinion that 
some kind of poison had been taken, and 
stated that they believed the drug to have 
been morphine, as there was every symp- 
tom of morphine poisonirg. 

For two or three hours the physicians, 
members of the family and the police offi- 
cers tried to arouse the sleeping and un- 
conscious man by exercise and rubbing. 

There was.no change in his condition un- 
til about 1 o’clock, when the physicians 
expressed some slight hope of his getting 
over the effects of the poison. 

The family could assign no reason for 
Moses taking any drug with suicidal intent. 
His business affairs, they said, were all 
right as far as they knew, and he had nat 
been low spirited until Saturday, when 
he had a hemorrhage at the nose and Dr. 
Crawford had to perform an operation. 

Moses came from Augusta about two 
years ago and engaged in the grocery busi- 
ness where he is now located. He has had 
a good trade and seemed to be prospering. 

At a late hour this morning it was report- 
ed from his bedside that he was slightly 
better and might recover.

FEW VIOLATIONS 
OF SUNDAY LAWS 


Only Six. Arrests Made Yesterday by the 
Police. 


THE CIGAR STORES WERE OPEN 


They Kept Cigarettes and Unlawful 
Goods Out of the Way. 


BOOTBLACKS WERE NOT MOLESTED 


Police Seemed To Be a Little Lax. 


Cigar Men Complain of Drug 
Stores Selling Cigarettes. 


The raid on the open business houses 
yesterday was a tame affair in compari- 
son to the raid of Sunday a week ago. Only 
six cases were made, Two were charged 
with keeping open doors, and four with 
“doing business without a license.’’ This 
latter charge is a new one and comes ender 
an ordinance which prohibits the sale of 
anything on Sunday except that for which 
a license is allowed, and which is not pro- 
hibited by the Sunday law. Jor instance, 
if a-man is selling lunches on Sunday un- 
der a lunch stand license, he can be arrest- 
ed for doing business on Sunday without 
license if he is selling cigars without a 
special tobacco license, although cigars 
can be sold on Sunday. 

Silverman was open and so was Henry 
Beermann, against whom cases were made 
two weeks ago. They took the cigarettes 
out of their stores and covered up the other 
goods not allowed to be sold, such as walk- 
ing canes and p'pes. 

The cigar dealers made complaint that 
many of the drug stores were selling cigar- 
ettes all day Sunday. 

For some reason the police seem to be a 
little lax in looking after the cigar and 
tobacco men and the recorder had stated 
that*‘doors could not be kept open if goods 
that could not be sold were in the store.”’ 

It is probable that the cigar dealers will 
make some inquiry into why drug stores 
were allowed to sell cigarettes while they 
had to carry al] their cigarettes out of the 
way before opening. 

The ctses made for doing business with- 
out a license were against Gus Anderson, 
Robert Richardson, Wash Barnes and W. T. 
Robinson, 

Robert Watson and M. Cohen were ar- 
rested for keeping open doors for the pur- 
pose of trade and traffic. Cohen has been 
arrested every Sunday for the same offense 
for three weeks. The recorder may deal 
very severely with him. He runs a small 
fruit stand on Decatur street near Collins, 
and the police allege that he sells intox- 
ication liquons under all sorts of names 
and disguises. 

One thing that surprised everybody yes- 
erday was that several bootblack stands 
Were running on the streets. The record- 
er had declared last Monday in a test case 
that it was unlawful to shine shoes on 
Sunday, and had so given public notice. 
This was published in The Constitution. 

Yesterday morning bootblack stands were 


| 


doing business in the public streets, but no . 


case made. Some of the police clalm- 
ed that they had no right to arrest the 
bootblacks as they had permits from the 
chief of police; but the recorder had ruled 
in the test case that the permit from the 
chief did not allow a violation of the Sun- 
day law, and that all bootblacks. who work- 
ed on the Sabboth were violating the law 
and ought to be arrested. 

Some of the bootblacks were afraid to 
venture out, but the majority were at their 
Stands and doing a good business. 

There is a city ordinance 
pronibits the doing of any kind of work 
on Sunday, save that of necessity and 
mercy, and Recorder Broyles has held 
that shoe-shining does not come under 
the exceptions. 

The six men arrested yesterday will bs 
tried in the police court this morning. 
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The members of the Atlanta Woman's

When the articles 
were agreed upon in the mayor's office Jnst 
Friday it was thought that they would be 
ready for signature today, so that the prop- 
erty would be in a condition to be turped 
over to the treasurer of the board of. lI- 
brary trustees as soon as that official was 
elected. 

The rough draft of the papers Is now in 
the hands of a stenographer, who is push- 
ing the work of copying forward as rapid- 
and it is hoped by both 
President E. (MW. Mitchell and Secretary F. 
M. Seott, of the library, that everything 
will be ready this afternoon. 

As soon as finished the papers will be 
taken to the mayor's office, and in the 
presence of suitable witnesses will be signed 
by Mr. Mitchell and Mr. Scott, representing 
the Young Men’s Library, and the transfer 
will then be complete. The document of 
the transfer is a lengthy one and covers a 
number of typewrj|tten pages. 

If the papers are in 
afternoon they will be 
to the city hall, where 
the president and secretary of the Young 
Men's Library will be affixed. It is proba- 
ble that the invested funds of the library 
will then be turned over to the city treas- 
urer, who is a regularly bonded officer, 
and through him will be placed in the hands 
of the elected treasurer of the board of 
trustees of the Carnegie public Iibrary, 

The trustees will hold their second meet- 
ing tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock at the 
Young Man's Library building and the re- 
maining officers will be selected, The most 
important office to be filled is that of treas- 
urer, and it is expected that the election will 
be a spirited one, 

It is thought that all of the twelve trus- 
tees of the board will be present at this 
and the business will be trans- 
acted as rapidly as possible.

One of the most important things to 
come up before the trustees {is whether or 
not the library will at once be opened to the 
public. It is understood that the library is 
hardly in a condition at present to accom- 
modate a large rush of people, which will 
necessarily result if the doors are opened 
to the public. 

Those interested in the matter think that 
it would be best to continue the library 
as it is for the present and begin at once 
on the work of cataloguing the volumes for 
the use of the public. As soon as the nec- 
essary cataloguing and arranging of 
the 17.000 volumes is completed the 
doors can be thrown open and the public 
accommodated without loss of time,

As is well known, this property lies 
on top of a high ridge and south thereof, 
with its drainage into South river and over 
the top of which ridge, or through which 
ridge, no sewer has constructed 
and no drainage from the city can possibly 
reach it. The springs and brooks on the 
property are as clear and pure as nature 
mede them, 

‘Mr. Ansley has also endeavored to create 
the impression that the expense to the city 
in reaching the Dickey site with water 
mains would be very great, while the facis 
are that the city has at present, within one- 
half mile or less from the Dickey site, a 
sixteen-inch water main fed by a twenty- 
inch main and that in turn by a thtrty- 
inch main. It: would also be interred from 
his statement that the distance from the 
pumping station was something like twelve 
miles, while the actual measured distance Is 
six and one-quarter miies to the Dickey 
site. It is therefore apparent that while the 
information he offers is entirely gratuitous, 
he is clearly misinformed upon these 
points. 

‘‘T notice also that he endeavors to leave 
the inrpresston that if the site which he rep- 
resents should be that the city 
mains would be in easy reach of the gov- 
ernment bulldings. J] think it would have 
been proper for Mr. Ansley to explain that 
in order for the city to put its water on his 
proposed site for the government's use, they 
would have to come back to the city side of 
pumping station No. 2, at which point the 
filtering piant is located; of course anybody 
would Know that the government could not 
use muddy water from the Chattahoochee 
river until it has passed through the city’s 
filtering machinery. [t would therefore be 
necessary for the city to extend its water 
main from the point of filtering, a distance 
of about four miles, over a very broken and 
uneven country, to reach this proposed site, 
which, I understand, is nine miles from the 
city. It would therefore be perfectly appa- 
rent that the cost of laying this water main 
added to the value of the city’s interest in 
the railroad from the Western and Atlan- 
tic’s main iine to the pumping station No. 
1, plus the $15,000 in cash, which Mr. Ans- 
ley asks the city to put up, would aggregate 
a great deal more than the city has ever 
been asked to furnish toward the payment 
of the Dickey site. 

“It is somewhat amusing to observe with 
what: vigor Mr. Ansley argues against the 
location of the prison at East Point, Ga., 
a neghboring town, for the reason that the 
degitimate benefiffs which would accrue 
to Atlanta would be transferred to that 
town, while in the same communcation he 
states that if his site were selected, that the 
Atlanta, Knoxvile and Northern railroad, 
in its extension from Marietta to Atlanta, 
would touch at his point, which if true, 
would simply aid very materially in build- 
ing up a town nine miles removed from 
Atlanta and would, therefore, very strong- 
ly emphasize in his own case his argument 

nst the East Point location, becuse his 
distance would be greater and the facili-

hid point would be infinitely inferior to 
those existing between Atlanta and East 


Point. 

“It would also have been well for Mr. 
Ansley to explain to the mechanics and la- 
borers, as weil as the merchants of the 
city, just how this location would be s0 
exceedingly advantageous to them, when it 
is known that there are no means of trans- 
portation from the city to this location by 
street cars or even railroads, nearer than 
the junction of the waterworks side track 
with the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which is a distance of from two and a half 
” three miles to Mr. Ansley’s proposed 
site, 

“It would be well for parties interested to 
realize that the eitizens of Atlanta wiil be 
very slow to conelude that it would be to 
ths eity’s interest to 
site for this public improvement considera- 
ble distance from its own corporate limits, 
where the legitimate benefits arising -would 
be transferred from itself to some town 
already established, or to the upbuilding 
of a new town, at its own expense. 

“The people with singular unanimity are 
agreed that whether the Dickey site is 
aocepted or not, that some location should 
be obtained which would specifically iden- 
tify this great interest with the city of 
Atlanta ftself.’’

The different departments_.into which the 
list is divided number thirteen and are 
lettered from A to N consecutively. 

Department A will be devoted to agricul- 
ture. This department of course will be 
the main feature of the fair. The largest 
prize offered in this department is $1,000 for 
the county making the best display of prod- 
ucts grown by citizens of the county. The 
other premiums range from $2 to $500. 

Department B is devoted to cattle, sheep 
and hogs.
